COAL-CUTTING MACHINERY, 


grr,—Our names having been introduced into a letter inserted in 
the Journal of last week, signed “ Collier,” and as patentees of the 
first coal-cutting apparatus which was ever made practically useful 
a mine, we feel called upon to makeashortreply. The same kind 
» statements have been before made use of, and we think by the same 
be rson as NOW, but we will place the matter in a position which seems 
to us 80 reasonable that no man who is actuated by honest motives 
an demur to it. Your correspondent, “ Collier,” states that he has 
vcamined all the coal-cutting machines which have been put to work, 
er | upon this knowledge asserts that “no machine has yet been de- 
yised which, taking a full month’s work, will enable a given number 

of men to do as much work as can be done by the same number of 
men with the ordinary tools in the same time.” It is impossible to 
misunderstand the intention of the writer of the foregoing statement, 
put we say that it is either untrue to state that he has “examined all 
the machines which have been employed,” or it is a wilful misstate- 
ment where he says that “no machine has yet been devised can do so 
much work as the same number of men can do with ordinary tools.” 

We will now endeavour to put “ Collier” to the test. We will un- 
dgrtake, with one of our ordinary machines (and there are many of 

m daily at work), to undercut more coal in one month than “Col- 
* » can have cut in threc months by the same number of men, and 
ysing the ordinary tools ; and we will do it better, with less waste of 
coal. If we fail in this we will pay 500/. to the Leeds Infirmary, but 
if we succeed “ Collier” shall pay 100. only. He says that we can- 
not do so much work, We say that we will do three-fold the quan- 
tity. If we are wrong in our statements we will pay 500/., but if he 
js wrong he shall only pay one-fifth, or 1007. We will merely add 
ypon this part of his letter, that it is quite useless to argue such a 
question with an anonymous writer, who conceals himself from all 
responsibility, no matter how untruly he makes his statements. 

The letter in question contains many other most objectionable al- 
Jegations ; one of which, if not a positive charge, is an insinuation 
that our early patents have lapsed because the fees at the Patent 
Office have not been paid. We have paid all the fees upon every one 
of our patents, and not one has “become public property, and may 
pe used by anyone,” as he anuounces. We believe that your corre- 
spondent, “ Collier,” is not a collier, but is a patentee of a recent 
coal-cutting machine, and who has, under another anonymous sig- 
nature, in another publication, done all in his power to mislead the 
public in respect to our machines, but, his true character having been 
exposed by the editor, has changed his signature and tactics.

ON SAFETY-CAGES, &c.—No., I, 


s1r,—The apparatus invented by Mr. John Marley, M.E., of Dar- 
lington, as shown by diagrams and described in the Supplement to the 
Mining Journal of Sept. 21, certainly evidences great ingenuity, and 
py the various applications shown the subject appears to be thoroughly 
exhausted. However good the machinery may be for winding coals, 
and whatever care may be taken in the examination of the ropes and 
other machinery, it must be admitted that, so long as we have no pro- 
vision for stopping the cage in the shaft in case of the breakage of 
a rope, or an apparatus for the purpose of preserving life in case of 
over-winding, the arrangements are necessarily imperfect and unsa- 
tisfactory. At the same time, it must be borne in mind that any ma- 
chinery that can possibly be expected to be adopted, and prove prac- 
tically useful about a pit, must be strong, simple, and not liable to 
cet out of order. The apparatus of Mr. Marley cannot, we think, be 
expected to be adopted entirely as a whole ; it is much too complicated 
and intricate, although parts of it may prove of the greatest benefit. 

The application of a steam-brake appears feasible enough on paper, 
but it has always been objected to in practice, as the shock commu- 
nicated to the whole of the machinery by its use is very great, and 
calculated to domuchdamage. The contraction of the slides towards 
the top appears to be an excellent idea. 

“In passing the said point, a, the cage enters conductors gradually contracted 
towards the top, 80 a8 to have the effect of stopping the cage, which conductors 
rest at their upper part either against springs or weights, in such a way as to 
admit of thelropening out to some extent, and effect the purpose of not stopping 
the cage suddenly.’”’ 

This is a check on the speed of the engine which is applied gra- 
dually, and this, we think, might be used advantageously in connec- 
tion with the unhooking apparatus. 

The safety-chamber has also excellent points ; it consists of boxes, 
either close or grated, when necessary, corresponding with the size 
of the cage, in such a way as to prevent the men from either falling 
or leaping out of the same when the cage is drawn into them. A 
series of keps, or catches, and placed within this chamber, to prevent 
the falling of the cage in case of the breakage of the rope. This 
safety-chamber is a most important arrangement even with an un- 
hooking apparatus, as the men are very liable, even if the cage is 
secured by means of keps, either to fall or leap out, and thus suffer 
serious injury or death. When no detaching hook is used the in- 
ventor applies rope clutches, which he prefers to work by steam, and 
which he places on each rope, at a convenient point between the 
pulleys and the drum, 

We must confess that however ingenious these various contri- 
vances are we would not place much confidence in them, unless a 
detaching apparatus was used. A powerful engine, running at con- 
siderable speed, if brought up by these various applications, the re- 
sult, it is extremely probable, would be that serious breakage would 
result either of the engine itself or the ropes, or both. Any advance, 
80 far as general safety is concerned, appears to be first in connec- 
tion with a safety-cage which can be relied upon for the purpose of 
guarding against the breakage of the rope when the cage is in the 
shaft ; and, second, in case of overwinding, a detaching hook, and 
the adoption of several of those very ingenious inventions of Mr, 
Marley, especially, perhaps, the safety-chamber and spring-buffers,

THE PROGRESS OF MINING—AS A SCIENCE, AND SOURCE 
OF COMMERCIAL WEALTH—No, XVIII. 


81r,—Having just had an opportunity of witnessing the signs of 
the times with respect to mining in the most ancient and enterprising 
trict in England—the western part of Cornwall—so interesting 
Me miner, because 2500 years ago the Jews, to a certainty, traf- 

d with it for tin, and left a Hebrew name on the seaport town 
opposite their shipping port on St, Michael’s Mount, and because, at 
the present time, it contains mines that have penetrated further into 
the crust of the earth than any others in the world ;—mines where the 
steam-engine was cradled and nursed, until it has become the most 
powerful and useful instrument ever entrusted by a beneficent Pro- 
vidence to the charge of man. In this province, if I can read the 
signs of the times, although mining, with other branches of enter- 
prise, have received a heavy blow, mining has only been temporarily 
paralysed, and its strength and vigour will, ere long, return, The 
steat mines of the country, symbolised by the Roskears and Dolcoaths, 
where the steam-engine has been in ceaseless action for 100 years, 
and where the intellect of the miner has been trained to overcome 
ls greatest difficulties, and read its highest problems, In such dis- 
triets as these one would think that if mining showed tokens of per- 
age 4 decay it would be chiefly through the age of the mines, and 
¢ exhaustion of the bodies of metal that fed their vitality. My 


than any others. The tin-dressing floors are certainly models of 
completeness. One of the most remarkable instruments for this pur- 
pose that struck me was a patented round buddle, on which the tin 
was distributed around the circumference, and the waste fell to the 
centre, which was lower instead of higher, as was the case with the 
first round buddles invented. The facility for getting rid of the 
waste, by letting it pass down to a stream through a hole in the 
centre, seems to have effected all that was necessary to render this 
machine perfect; but there were many kin devices of great merit, 
which cannot be noticed particularly in this letter. New mines are 
opening to the north-east of North Roskear in untried ground, and in 
some cases the surface lodes present unmistakable indications of 
success, A new mine—I think Emily Henrietta, or some equally 
dainty name—showed large heaps of rich yellow and peacock copper 
ore on the surface. Onone of these mines the engine had just gone 
to work; on the other—I think called West Crofty, but Iam not 
quite sure—the engine was erecting, and Iam quite satisfied from the 
appearances that this will make a good mine, Further east I went 
on to the North Pool Mine, in which I saw the evidence of a dis- 
covery in the 40, driving westward, that augurs well for the pro- 
sperity of the mine. This ore, of which samples were coming up 
while I was on the mine, was composed of large rich-grained copper, 
and from its character I should judge it formed part of a large de- 
posit, and when it is opened will, I should think, insure the mine success 
in its future development. If in such an old district we find the old 
mines holding their own, and new ones immediately adjoining on the 
same lodes, or side lodes near them opening up with every prospect 
of success, I think it would be wrong to conclude that mining is ina 
dying state. 

Further westward, near the Great Godolphin, I found new mines 
opening, in which the tin being raised left a very good profit on the 
working. Still further westward I found, stillin the precincts of the 
Great Godolphin granites, other mines, such as St. Aubyn and Grylls, 
which although at the present moment not realising much profits, 
were yet opening tin ground of considerable value, and which with a 
small capital must lead to great incomes. Immediately to the west 
of these stands the New or East Neptune ground, in which a good 
discovery of grey copper vouches for the prosperity of the mine in 
future. There is no doubt that these mines afford the groundwork for 
prosperous investment ; andif mining capitalists take heart of grace, 
and again encourage its prosperity by putting their money into these 
legitimate mines, which obviously are managed by honesty and ability 
in these parts, they will obtain great percentages for their money, and 
bring aid to an industrious population, who have merited well of their 
country, by adding to its riches in a most substantial form—that of 
bringing copper and tin to market, and sustaining the superiority of

SPECULATIVE SHARE DEALING, 


S1r,—The evil of mere speculative share dealing, in mining ope- 
rations more particularly, has never been set forthyin your columns 
with the clearness and frequency which the importance of the sub- 
ject demands. You permitted me on former occasions to bring this 
subject to the notice of your readers, and I venture to think that it 
is seasonable to do so again. Ion one occasion reminded you of, and 
requested the attention of your readers to, the broad fact that num- 
bers of shares are bought and sold which have no existence, and the 
effect of which traffic is to create a spirit of gambling in connection 
with mining, and to draw off the attention of men from solid invest- 
ment in practical undertakings, Such a system must be injurious 
to any business, but to mining it is detrimental in a degree especial, 
lasting, and obstructive. In my former communications I put the 
matter to you inthis light, and illustrated my case by certain unfor- 
tunate examples, Mining shares rise and fall in the market under 
the influence of factitious and fictitious operations, when the real 
value of what the shares are supposed to represent is unchanged. 
Thousands of shares appearin the market changing hands perpetually 
beyond the real number existing, and which the shareholders con- 
tinue to hold. The moneys which have been received by the dealers 
have been won for themselves or their clients by speculative trans- 
actions, but do no good to the properties from which the shares so 
disposed of take their name. In the daily quotations the names of 
only a few mines appear, such as suit the dealers interested, who 
unite to give them a nominal and deceptive value, while numerous 
mines of indubitable worth never possess the dubious honour of ap- 
pearing in a share list. Lx uno disce omnes. 

There is a Cornish copper mine to which I referred on a former 
occasion, a great favourite, which has been “bulled” and “ beared” 
to such an extent, that in a few months thousands of shares changed 
hands among the dealers, when hundreds only had really been trans- 
ferred. The number of shares in that mine was exactly 5634, but in 
less than a year and a half 40,000 shares were ostensibly bought and 
sold, Such transactions, and the combinations which sustain them, 
are as unprincipled as they are injurious ; they mislead the public, 
plunder the investors, and damage the undertakings. Another in- 
stance of the facts to which I call attention is very striking. Itisa 
small property in course of winding-up. One broker dealt in 1300 
shares, another broker in nearly 1400, whereas the actual number of 
shares that really changed hands was but 290 with the former broker, 
and 200 with the latter. As a contrast to these phenomena, I know 
an instance of a very valuable property, in connection with which a 
vast number of shares have been transferred, whereas a very small 
number of these has passed through the hands of the dealers. The 
character of the other transactions described by me will account for 
this remarkable fact. 

Finally, the course of procedure which I deprecate forces upon the 
market merely speculative properties, to the detriment of valid un- 
dertakings. The market is crowded by fictitious media of invest- 
ment, so as to keep out solid enterprises that would really benefit the 
capitalist, employ the poor, and enrich the country. Let any sen- 
sible man look at the Mining Share List quoted in the daily papers, 
will he not say how comes it to pass that only the names of some 
score, or half score, mines are to be found there? What about the 
hundreds of others which are the main-springs of mining, and even 
of national industry? The answer is, the dealers push into notice, 
legitimately or illegitimately, certain properties for their own pur- 
poses, while the great mining industry travels quietly on its course, 
unaffected by these dealings, except, unhappily, as they cause by their 
ultimate pernicious influence support to be withheld from useful and 
substantial works. The consequences attending the processes of share 
dealing during the recent, and, I may perhaps say, the continued de- 
pression, enforce myremarks. The action of the “bulls” in forcing 
up premiums upon shares was followed by a reaction, which not only 
entailed the loss of the amount paid originally upon shares, but also 
that paid upon premiums, spreading abroad panic and ruin. The 
absurdity of dealing in undeveloped properties, at home and abroad, 
ought to be obvious to men, without waiting for the mischief that is 
sure to ensue,—Gresham House, Oct. 24.

At this price I bought, and a few days after- 
wards I was invited to exchange my scrip for registered shares. Be- 
lieving in the bona fides of the concern, I did so, and this no sooner 
is accomplished than calls commence, and, in addition to the total 
loss of the principal sum, I have had to pay three heavy calls, with 
a still large liability. Will anyone tell me that if I and the public 
had known that the concern owed their bankers 20,000/., for which 
the directors were personally liable, a sufficient number of ignorant 
persons would have been found to release them from this liability, 
and which I contend a suppressio veri enabled them to carry out ? 

I am interested in another company—the Chontales, and believe 
it to be a thoroughly good and sound undertaking. It has taken a 
little more time and money than, perhaps, was expected by sanguine 
men, although we should remember that Capt. Francis said from the 
beginning that it would be two years and a half before the whole 
machinery was in full operation. I must, however, say in reference 
to it that I think the public are scarcely taken sufficiently into the 
confidence of the directors, and the reports have always to me worn 
the air of things of shreds and patches, printed and published more 
from some hidden motives of policy than is consistent with fair and 
candid dealing. I say the public, haying gone into this with spirit 
and confidence, have a right to be treated in the same way. No 
private ends must be served—no information given to one before the 
other. Mind, I make no charge, and do not say that this has been 
done by the directors; but that someone always gets information to 
operate has been notorious for a long time. 

Now, with regard to cholera and its unfortunate appearance on the 
mines, I should be very sorry to hold the directors responsible, but I 
submit thatit would have only been wise and proper to have appended 
to the somewhat doleful notice of the same, which appeared in last 
week’s Journal, the cheering fact that Capt. Paul continues to con- 
firm all his promises relating to the property, and, given the departure 
of the disease which has for the moment frightened the natives 
away, we should immediately begin to receive substantial remit- 
tances. This would, perhaps, have prevented timid holders frora 
parting with their shares in panic, or from distrust, and have also 

indered the successful operations of our friends the “ bears,” whom 
Providence never fails to protect. In a word, Sir, all I wish and 
ask for is that directors of mining companies should be what I beg

BANKING AND LIVERPOOL FINANCE—No. I. 


S1r,—The distrust which has so long affected commercial circles 
in England has extended to our colonies, and is now general upon 
the Continent of England, and in full force in America. This dis- 
trust must be thoroughly and permanently removed before the work 
of amelioration will commence, though an exposure of the causes of 
the evil may assist us to a proper understanding of itscure. Are the 
calamities incident of the times yet over? He would be a bold man 
who would venture to say that there were. In almost every branch 
of our commerce the present is a period of transition, and the vic- 
tims of inevitable changes now in progress may yet prove numerous 
and important. It is true that all the conditions for renewed pro- 
sperity exist in England, if we could only remove the incuffus of dis- 
trust. We complain of dull trade, of a plethera of unemployed capi- 
tal, and each man echoes his neighbour’s lament that things were 
never so bad; yet the great stream of commerce steadily flows on, 
diverted, it is true, from certain channels, but constantly opening 
others, giving aid to millions, and accumulating new wealth to the 
nation at large. The inventive activity, however, which so often 
degenerates into unhealthy speculation, but which has necessarily 
created a large part of our commerce and wealth, unhappily, for 
the present remains prostrate and suspended. It is not saying too 
much in adding that no possible improvement of a substantial cha § 
racter can be looked forward to so long as we watch, as we now do, in 
fearful anticipation of greater and more serious disasters yet in store. 
Remove the doubts and distrusts, and we predict that there will be 
no cause why inaction should not be replaced by activity, and those 
perplexing symptoms which now disturb the minds of all become 
evanescent, and be remembéred in the future as only salutary warn- 
ings of the past. i. BND 

The Royal Bank of Liverpool has suspended payment, with liabi- 
lities roundly estimated at four millions sterling. This disaster will 
not cause surprise to those who noted and marked the steady, though 
unceasing, process which for many months has been at work slowly, 
still surely, dragging into insolvency this once flourishing, though 
latterly unhealthy, and most speculative trading institution. The 
collapse of Barned’s Bank in the spring of last year, the extreme 
and hazard speculations in cotton and shipping, added to the failures 
of firms and people of reputed wealth and character at Liverpool, 
have long since directed earnest attention to the class of business 
transacted by its bankers, merchants, and brokers. It has long been 
whispered in commercial circles that the great emporium of the 
North would, sooner or later, have to encounter heavy losses, that 
could not fail in absorbing those whose commitments were large, 
and whose assets were either locked up, or of a character not admit- 
ting of easy realisation in markets already overburthened with com- 
modities and securities. The stoppage, therefore, of this bank on 
Monday was an event rot wholly unexpected, nor will it cause sig- 
nificant mistrust as to the future; on the contrary, its suspension is 
rather a relief, and it would, doubtless, tend to dissipate distrust if 
others in a like position would succumb, together with many sus- 
pected, though reputed wealthy, yet rotten concerns and people, 
and who are known to have been associated with feverish dealings 
between Liverpool and America, say nothing of running the block- 
ade, losses by cotton and shipping, added to the ramified operations 
of extremely speculative businesses. These doubts have for & consi- 
derable period and still continue to shake the faith of capitalists in 
the integrity and security of firms and individuals who until the 
memorable crisis of May last year were unsuspected; that event, 
however, was followed by successive disasters, not only prostrating 
credit for the time and since, but indirectly proving the most search- 
ing tests for institutions which had stood unshaken only so long as 
their strength wasuntried. We are indebted to it for having rudely 
torn up a surface-crust of apparent soundness, and exposed the hol- 
lowness and deception beneath. ; 

The universal distrust now self-evident to all connected with the 
commerce of the country will not be appeased until, in our opinion, 
the spring of next year. It is to be hoped in the months intervening 
that the hemisphere may be cleared of all the long-cherished but 
over trading and monopolising institutions and firms that have been 

kept afloat for years from reputed wealth, founded upon the tradi- 
tionary opulence of ancestors, whilst their coffers have been supplied 
alone from credit. Happily, however, for the enterprising and in-

In order to complete the financial arrangements of the company according 
to the present plan, it now becomes neceessary to issue the priority obligations 
to the amonnt of 120,0001., as contemplated and explained in the circular of the 
provisional committee dated Dec.1, 1865, for the payment of some of the properties 
which were purchased on the condition of being paid for in such obligations, and 
in order to raise the remainder of the funds required for the carrying out of the 
works, The Council of Supervision having already at their last meeting resolved 
upon the issue of these obligations, the shareholders arecalled upon at this meet- 
ing tosanction same, as required by our statutes, Finally it affords the direction 
much satisfaction to report that the results of our operations heretofore have 
fully born out our expectations as regards the execution of the various works 
which form the basis of the undertaking. The difficulties of the colliery works 
at Hansa and Erin have been completely overcome, so that if any doubts existed 
on account of the risks to be encountered in those works they must be now set 
at rest, and the commencement of coal work at these collieries within a few 
months may be counted vpon with certainty. The works just commenced at 
Zollern will, they feel assured, be equally successful, and at the Vulkan Iron- 
works everything is now nearly ready for the regular working with two blast- 
furnaces, foundry, and mechanical workshops. The works are being executed 
80 far within the amount of the estimate, and the prospects with regard to the 
future working, especially of the collieries, haye become only more assured and 
satisfactory. As regards the iron trade, notwithstaning the severe trial it is at 
present undergoing, they look confidently forward to a prosperous future for it 
also, and the very difficulties under which it at present labours will, no doubt, 
materially assist in bringing about those changes and improvements, especially 
in the transport arrangements, which must be looked upon as the conditio sine 
qua non for a prosperous development of this important branch of industry.

T am much pleased to report that Alice’s level has been completed to the ex- 
cavations on the lower and middle hines of gold, and that operations on the 
former have been resumed. This lire or shoot was left poor, and it is still so, 
but we hope it will soon improve. The middle line of gold, though very dis- 
ordered, has afforded some vein-stuff for wash-house, but the upper line has been 
poor. The general work from the stopes has yielded well. The mine throughout 
is now well ventilated, and in excellent workingorder. No discovery, hitherto, 
has been made in the three levels—shallow, middle, and Hilcke’s, driving east 
of the present run of auriferous ground. The middle level is under suspension, 
but the other two are in progress ; and one—the shallow level—is now 30 fms.

‘The calculation of loss of head by fric- 
tion, bends, &c., is much facilitated, and the mode of dividing a given fall in 
the proper proportion between the different pipes, when a long main, composed 
of different sized pipes, passes uver uneven ground, is carefully explained. The 
author also explains the mode of solving many questions which oecur in prac- 
tice, but for which no direct rule can be conveniently given, and thus produces 
a work which is readily intel'tigible to all, and at the same time furnishes all 
the information likely to be required. There is an appendix explaining the 
mode of calculating the strength of water-pipes, and some well-executed plates, 
which render the deseriptions and explanations particularly lucid.

EUROPEAN MINING. 

The exceedingly valuable and interesting report of Prof. WARING- 
TON SMYTH, which formed the chief feature of our Supplement of 
Oct. 12, presents many points worthy of a careful and complete con- 
sideration, far beyond the proper limits of the columns of even a class 
newspaper like our own. It seems that the English mineowners and 


, engineers have not submitted even a moderately fair representation 


of this important branch of national industry, and Prof. SmyTH, 
therefore, naturally devotes his attention to the geological and mine- 
ralogical formations of France and Prussia, and the modes practiced 
in those countries for winning the treasures buried deep within the 
bosom of dur prolific mother earth. Passing by the chapter on 
“models and plans,” which, however, appear to have been singularly 
complete and useful, we come to the subject which will probably in- 
terest our coalowners and engineers most—that relating to “modes 
of working.” Formerly the coal workings of France and Prussia 
were small and comparatively unimportant, and itis only in the pre- 
sent generation that they have reached an extent which gives them a 
scientific prominence almost equal toourown. The annual amounts 
of coal now raised is stated to be 12,000,000 tons by France, and 
23,000,000 tons by Prussia, and those who have at all studied the 
nature and position of the coal measures in those covntries, particu- 
larly in France, will at once see that such results could not be attained 
without an unusual amount of scientific and mechanical skill, For 
instance, in one district the miners have to contend with a most 
trou.lesome overlying bed, so full of water and so unmanageable as 
to have gained for itself the designation of Ja torrent. In another 
district the faults and disturbances of the strata are of the wildest 
description, and some really large and important seams—as, for in- 
stance, that at Creusot, in the department of Saone-et-Loire—are so 
tilted and distorted as often to be completely vertical. Many of 
these beds are worked at enormous depths, and the technical and 
scientific training which the miners have undergone, with such excel- 
lent results, becomes excessively important. 

In our own coal fields, as year by year the upper seams disappear, 
and the works penetrate deeper, coal, of course, becomes more valu- 
able, and will probably ere long realise higher prices than at present. 
Mine owners and engineers are more and more alive to the import- 
ance, not only of economy in working, but of completeness in win- 
ning. It has been said by Mr. SmyTH, somewhere in his valuable lec- 
tures, that when the history of the Ten-yard seam of Staffordshire is 
written it will present a picture of the finest deposit of coal in the 
world, worked with the greatest waste, and at the greatest cost of 
human life. That seam, however, is not quite so completely worked

TRADES UNION LEGISLATORS, 


This question has been brought prominently before the countr rj 
the past few days, by no less distinguished a person than the Prem ; 
himself. Lord DERByY’s speech at the Manchester Conservative Ban. 
quet was undoubtedly a useful and practical discourse. When we 
concur in this view we do not in any way advert to it asa political 
manifesto, With that part of it we have nothing to do; but the 
Journal may be expected to have something to say upon that portion 
of the discourse which closed with a commendation of the course 
which a colliery firm of considerable standing in this country has 
felt itself in a position to take. The Premier approved the practice 
of the Staveley Colliery Company, in distributing a certain propor. 
tion of the gains of the concern amongst their workpeople ; but he 
is a man of too much knowledge of business not to have been com- 
pelled to add that he did not believe, looking to the necessity there 
is for “ keeping secret the transactions of great mercantile houses” 
that this principle could be very generally extended. His lordship 
might, if he had known as much of colliery property as he does of 
agricultural, have added other reasons why the principle could not 
be very generally extended—reasons which do not, happily for them 
| influence the proprietors of the Staveley Colliery Company, : 

Whilst, however, we would have Earl DERBY’s saving-clause borne 
in mind by men who laud what is being done at Staveley, and then 
say to all employers, “Go thou and do likewise,” we would direct 
the attention of such self-styled social reformers to something more 
which the Premier said. Having claimed to have been, throughout 
the whole course of his political and private life, the friend and well. 
wisher (as he no doubt is) of the working classes, he ventured to warn 
those classes “ against one danger,” which he and others before him 
he said, regarded as “a possible consequence” of the great measure 
| 





of reform which had been passed. The apprehension which his lord. 
ship entertained was, that the working men, not satisfied with exer- 
| cising the political influence to which under that measure they will 
be entitled, will be disposed to lend themselves to persons who may 
| endeavour to “cajole” them with the idea of returning representa- 
tives to Parliament with loud professions of being the only friends 
of the working classes—of sending men to Parliament especially to 
promote legislative measures intended to benefit that class, 
Lord DERBY’s knowledge of the English feeling is too accurate to 
lead him to believe that any such measures could be successful, As 
an earnest and sincere friend, and speaking from the deepest con- 
| viction, he warned the working classes not to be led away with “the 
| flattering delusions” of men who would tell them that they could in- 
duce Parliament to pass measures of exceptional legislation for their 
special and immediate benefit. He did not believe that any Parlia- 
ment could be induced to pass them; but if they should, the working 
men would find totheir misfortune that they were the greatest injury 
to them which they could receive. The Premier was explicit in his 
statement of the “exceptional measure,” to which he referred, He 
desired it to be known that he meant measures which should attempt 
to regulate the rate of wages, and to interfere with the relations 
between labour and capital, which were beyond the legislation of 
|any Parliament—to lead them, in short, to adopt such a course of 
legislation as has been recommended in some of the bye laws, of which 
we have lately heard so much amongst the various Trade Unions. 
For the life of him, Earl Dersy could not understand how English 
| workmen, entitled and disposed to make the most of their own in- 
dustry and their own skill, could submit to the tyranny under which 
such Unions placed them. The object of these societies was to pre- 
} vent a man from making the most of his labour, and put the idle, 
| the ignorant, and the worthless on the same footing ns the intelli- 
gent and the industrious, to the great disadvantage of the honest 
man, who was only desirous to make the most of his industry, but 
greatly to the advantage of the men who pulled the strings, and pro- 
| fited by the delusion of the more worthy. With great force of argu- 
ment, and with not a little pathos, Lord DERBY asked the working 
men who had been subjected to the “tyrannical enactments” of the 
Union leaders to enquire of their wives and children what in the long 
run they had gained by those strikes, which had been carried on with 
so much perseverance and so much loss? 

We give prominence to these views, from such a man, because at 
this moment they are likely to exercise a most beneficial effect upg 
all classes of persons engaged in the iron and coal trades o> 
country especially, In last week’s Journal we drew attention % 
manifest tendency to decline in the Unions affecting those interests. 
We are persuaded that it only needs a continued publicity of the 
monstrous working of these combinations, together with a firm re- 
sistance by employers of inordinate demands made by their work- 
people, to effectually stop, within a brief period, the cruel vagaries 
which these societies have too long displayed. 

Remarking upon the attempts that are being now made in Stafford. 
shire to bring about an amalgamation of the shattered remains of 
the Northern and Southern Unions, it is being correctly remarked 
that the question ought naturally to arise what permanent advantage 
has the Northern Union secured to its members, notwithstanding that 
the total expenses of president and secretary cost little less than 5001,

‘ Lord LYTTELTON, Lord LICHFIELD, and Lord HARROWBY were all 
present on the same day at Walsall, at the eighth annual meeting of 
the South Staffordshire Association for the Promotion of Adult Edu- 
ution. Lord LYTTELTON spoke of the new Acts for the regulation of labour. 
They were very difficult to understand, each of them being divided into many 
vetions, With many schedules, some containing temporary provisions, and some 
vrmanent provisions. Although the Association could not interfere directly in 
the matter, it was very desirable that they should circulate information on the 
abject, and, if possible, by the agency of a committee or a conference, draw up 
acear and intelligible précis of the Acts. In accordance with his lordship’s 
aggestion, a committee was appointed to confer with the Government Inspector, 
with a view to the calling of a conference on the subject. Lord LICHFIELD, 
eneurring in the recommendation of the Rev. H. SANDFORD, the Government 
Inspector of Chureh Schools, that science teachers should be appointed, on the 
plan adopted in many parts of the Continent, instructed Mr. SANDFORD to draw 
wa statement, showing the work to be done by a science teacher, with a view to 
seh an officer being appointed, and paid for outof a special fund. —Lord HAR: 
nowsy moved ** That tuls Association, while regarding the condition of educa- 
tion amongst factory operatives as attributable to parental neglect, yet looks upon 
the introduction of the Factory Acts into this district as likely to prove a most 
rluable stimulus to the progress of sound elementary education.”’ His lordship, 
enforcing the resolution, illustrated the necessity that existed in the Black 
(ountry district, for improvement, by reference to his experience at the Stafford- 
dire Quarter Sessions, He maintained that children had been taken from the 
ehool-rooms, and ** plunged into the darkness of the mine before thelr minds 
were educated or improved, or their characters disciplined.’’ The new system 
promised an amendment upon this state of things, but a great deal would have 
wbe done to meet the new system. New schools would have to be built, appli- 
ations would have to be made to the Privy Council for help in the building of 
those schools, and exertions would have to be made by all classes, including even 
the working classes, who would find it to their advantage, and totheir children, 
in obtaining the benefits of the new legislation. . fi : 

On the next day (last Tuesday) there was an annual distribution 
of gifts to the successful competitors for the prizes awarded under 
the South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire Iron and Coal Masters’ 
priescheme. The distribution was made by the Earl and Countess DARTMOUTH, 
lord DARTMOUTH is himeelf a proprietor of extensive coal en ea. and 
the lrommasters’ Association of South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire 
vas officially represented by Mr. HARTLEY, theex-president of the association;

The result of this 
sate of things is that not only have wea superabundance of unemployed clerks, 
tut we have also a spare supply of skilled mechanics, notwithstanding that the 
mehanic might earn three times the wages of the clerk. The objection to me- 
ttanical employment arises out of the vulgar notion that the soiling of the 
uunds is ungenteel. Mr. HARTLEY had before him, perhaps, 800 children and 
firents, by whom what he said ought not to be forgotten. He warned them 
wt to regard the solling of thelr hands as something ignominious, and urged 
ton them the necessity to aim at becoming skilled mechanics of the ranks, 
t foremen mechanics, rather than clerks or machine mer. Machine men, 
lepointed out, were a kind of lower grade of clerks, whose wages were small, 
ind yet he frequently had applications made to him, even by some of the fore- 
&n at his works, to find some “light situation for their sons.’’ When he re- 
Sonstrated with them, and said that they were In their own departments able 
give their sons better wages than he could give them as clerks or machine- 
tel, they would reply that they had given their sons a good education, and

MINERS’ SAFeTy-LAMPS,—Several important improvements con 
nected with Miners’ Safety-Lamps have recently been introduced, 
both in the modes of fastening and in the treatment of the oil to be 
used, Mr. GEORGE ROWLEY, a safety-lamp manufacturer, of Bir- 
mingham, proposes to connect the top and base together by a hinge 
joint, or by tapping and screwing, or other sutiable means in the or- 
cinary way, but when the lamp is lit and secured in position for use 
he purposes, by means of a shifting key, or equivalent means (through 
which a soft metal rivet may be applied, or by the use of any suit- 
able flexible material in which a wax or other seal may be impressed), 
to seal up the lamp, so that it becomes impossible for it to be opened 
without the knowledge of the official whose duty it is to hand to the 
miners their lamps lit for use, and receive them from them when their 
period of labour is completed. As a further security, he purposes 
placing over the seal or seals a small cover to protect it from acci- 
dental injury. This sealing he purposes effecting by a small ordi- 
nary plier-like instrument, with the impression or design to be im- 
pressed on the seal engraved on one or both sides, so that by placing 
the soft rivet or other material of the seal or seals in position a slight 
pressure will suffice to effect the desired object. The fact of a patent 
being applied for to protect this arrangement affords another instance 
of the neglect of inventors to ascertain what has been already done 
in the same direction. An identical seal was patented many years 
ago by a Clerkenwell jeweller, and has since been invented by Mr. P. 
H. HOLLAND, of the Burial Acts Office, and several others. Another 
arrangement connected with locking lamps has been designed by Mr. 
ARNOULD, of Mons, who proposes to insert an iron pin into the lamp, 
that cannot possibly be withdrawn except by placing the lamp in a 
given position over a magnet. The invention is exhibited at the 
Paris International Exhibition, and has attracted considerable atten- 
tion. The employment of hydrocarbon oils in safety-lamps is pro- 
posed by Mr. A. 8. MAcRAE, of Liverpool; his invention consists in 
the admixture of camphor with the hydrocarbon oils, for the purpose 
of enabling them to be consumed without giving off offensive odour. 
The admixture of camphor with the oil is in such proportion as the 
condition and purpose of the oil may require. 
portion of oil of a specific gravity of (say) 800°, add about 1-16th 
part of camphor, but to an oil of a heavier gravity, say 820°, add 
about 1-14th, The improved oils are pre-eminently adapted for miners’ 
lamps, but the lamps must be enlarged, and lamps with the improved 
oils can be used with advantage instead of candles in copper and 
other mines, and for lamps in general. 








FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The price of coal is pretty well supported at Liége ; all coming do- 
mestic qualities are quoted at 12s, to 12s, 6d. per ton, and all coming 
industrial qualities at 10s. 5d. per ton. During the first eight months 
of this year the exports of coal from Belgium amounted to 2,187,900 
tons, as compared with 2,508,207 tons in the corresponding period of 
1866. The French market may be said to have become the sole foreign 
outlet for Belgian coal, since only about 70,000 tons were forwarded in the first 
eight months of this year to other foreign countries. The exports of coke from 
Belgium, to Aug. 31 this year, amounted to 357,794 tons. The imports of foreign 
coal into Belgium appear to be increasing every day ; thus, they amounted to 
269,221 tons in the first eight months of 1867, as compared with 73,333 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1866, and 51,314 tons in the corresponding period of 1865. 
Similar statistics with regard to the Belgian iron trade exhibit not very satis- 
factory#esults. Thus, the exports of pig declined to 7138 tons in the first eight 
months of this year, as compared with 1!,347 tons in the corresponding period 
of 1866 ; France appears to be theonly important outiet. Iron of every description 
figures in the exports for the first eigbt months of this year to the extent of 131,288 
tons, as compared with 121,188 tons in the corresponding period of 1866. These 
figures show an augmentation this year over 1866, but the increase is due to the 
first few months of the exercise, as in August the exports were only 13,191 tons, 
against 17,952 tons in August, 1866. The exports of iron from Belgium more 
especially comprise rails, of which 65,090 tons were exported to August 31 this 
year. Of these 65,090 tons, 56,045 tons went to Russia, and 2700 to Italy ; Spain 
appears to be no longer an outlet for Belgian rails. The exports of plates from 
Belgium, to August 41 this year, amounted to 8700 tons, and of worked iron to 
35,891 tons. The imports of English pig into Belgium are still continuing, having 
amounted in the first eight months of this year to 34,765 tons, as compared with 
17,442 tons in the corresponding period of 1866. The imports of iron into Bel- 
gium appear to be almost nil. As regards steel, 146 tons of cast steel, 1539 tons 
of steel in bars, and 583 tons of worked steel were received ; these imports pro- 
ceeded from England and the Zollverein, The total exports of stecl from Bel- 
gium in the first eight months of this yearamounted to only 166tons. The Ad- 
ministration of the Belgian State Railways has recently let contracts for a con- 
siderable quantity of materiel. For the fourth and fifth lots, each comprising 
240 Bessemer steel axles for carriages and wagons, the Barrow Hematite Steel 
Company tendered, one lot at 41. 2s, 4d., and one lot at 41 2d. peraxle. John 
Brown and Co. (Limited) also tendered for one lot, at 41. 9s, 6d. per axle ; the con- 
tract was secured by MM. Goffin, of Clabecq, at 31. 16s.,and another at 3l. 19s. 2d. 
Vor the eleventh and twelfth lots, each comprising 480 iron pistons for buffers for 
10-tons goods trucks, John Brown and Co, (Limited), Sheffield, tendered at

this permission, MM, de Wendel have carried off the two first lots from the 
Fraisans Company. The average rate of the definitive adjudication was thus 
reduced to 182. 0s. 9d. per ton, as compared with 201. 17s. 8d., the lowest tender 
presented in December. During the first eight months of this year the imports 
of pig into France amounied to 98,799 tons, or about 2000 tons below the total 
for the corresponding period of 1866 ; the deliveries of pig were principally made 
by England. The imports of iron and plates into France in the first eight 
months of this year were 41,33! tons, as compared with 40,770 tons in the corre- 
sponding period of 1866; in these imports Belgium figured to a considerably 
larger extent than Great Britain. The re-exports, after labour had been ex- 
pended on the iron received, amounted to 79,439 tons in the first eight months 
of 1867, as compared with 111,613 tons in the corresponding period Of 1866 ; the 
departments which sustained the largest share in these re-exportations were the 
Bouches-du-Rhone, the Seine-Inférieure, and the Haut-Rhin. Meetings are an- 
nounced as follows :—Fives-Lille Company, Oct. 31, at Paris; and Epinac Col- 
Neries and Railway Company, Nov. 11, at Paris. 

Onthe Havre market Chilian copper appears to be regaining a some- 
what firmer tone ; the last transactions registered comprise 75 tons 
of disposable at 71/. per ton, Paris conditions ; 40 tons of ditto at 
712, 10s,, and 40 tons deliverable in November at 72/. per ton. At Mar- 
sellles the various descriptions of copper have been somewhat feeble, Toka being 
quoted at 741. ; Spanish, 72/.; refined Chilian and Peruvian, 801. ; rolled red cop- 
per for sheathing, 881.; and yellow ditto, 80J. per ton. The Paris market has 
been quiet, but prices have been at the same time a little better supported ; Eng- 
lish stands at 78/., Lake Superior, 882. ; Chilian, 711.

MINING, METALS, AND MINERALS—PATENT MATTERS, 
BY MICHAEL HENRY,

The age of the sole application of textile fabrics to the manufac- 


ture of articles of clothing has passed away, and other materials are pressed 
into the service. Caoutchoue and gutta-percha have long had a recognised place 





| in the list of substances suitable for clothing the human form, and paper pulp has 


of late forced itself into notice asa proper matter for the production of certain ar- 
ticles of dress. Butsince the days in which gentlemen walked about in armour, 
metal has not obtained much vogue as a material for apparel, and although the 
recent crinoline madness offered a new method of applying metal to articles worn 
on the female person, yet men have not hitherto had much recourse to this some- 
what stubborn substance for their garb. It may be observed, however, that the 
patent list contains a specification of an invention which contemplates an adap- 
tation of metal to the clothingof malehumanity. Mr. JOHN MARTIN STANLEY, 
of Bradford-street, Birmingham, has specified an invention for a metallic front 
for shirts or other articles of underclothing; it is made partly of metal, and 
by enamelling or otherwise coating and finishing the outer surface, or cover- 

ing the same with linen or other fabric, or paper, the said outer surface, when 
soiled, can be easily cleaned with a wet sponge or flannel, or by rubbing with 
adampcloth. The linen or other fabric is put on, so as to represent ordinary 
linen plaits,and then glazed or varnished. The linen, paper, or other material 
may be put on, so as to form a collar at the top, or be perforated, so as tu have a 
scarf tie attached, or be provided with studs for fixing an ordinary collar on. 
Eyclet-holes are made at the two shoulder points, to receive a tape or elastic 
band for supporting the frontin position. The innersurface of the metal is 
linen, or covered with cloth or flannel, so that it acts as a chest protector. The 
metal itself, however, would possibly act as a chest protector—an article not by 
any means to be despised in these days, in which the insecure condition of the 
metropolitan streets, and the prevalence of crimes of violence point to a possible 
necessity of again adopting a coat of mail as an ordinary garment, instead of 
the feeble broadcloth of more screne times. 

Mr. SILAS COVELL SALISBURY, of New York, has lately specified an 
invention for an improved manner of reducing and refining metallic ores, more 
particularly ores of iron, and in converting iron into steel, and in apparatus to 
be used in connection therewith. By this invention metallic ores are reduced 
munch more rapidly and economically than by the ordinary processes, and when 
iron ores are reduced the metal obtained therefrom is made soft iron in the same 
furnace in which the ores are reduced, without being first carbonised, as in ordl- 
nary blast-furnaces, and then decarbonised by an after process. It is essential 
to the operation of a furnace used for reducing metallic ores that the eres shouid 
arrive at the boshes or place of conversion completely reduced or calcined, and 
freed to as great a degree as possible from the impurities in the ores. The great 
difficulty which exists in ordinary blast-furnaces is that the combustion is im-

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 

Oct. 23.—The Scotch Pig-Iron Market, which closed so buoyantly 
at the end of the week, had an arrest laid on its further advance- 
ment at the beginning of this week by the louring appearance of 
Continental politics, and by the suspension of the Royal Bank of 
Liverpool. Although it is well known that the latter held no iron 
securities, there was a fear—not yet quite exhausted—that the stop- 
page might take in withinits range firms that had no personal deal- 
ings with the affected establishment. The subsequent announce- 
ments are more tranquillising, as the assets and unlimited liability of 
a wealthy proprietary give hopes that an arrangement will be made 
on an early day. Another disturbing element will also be shortly 
removed out of the way, by the investigation which the directors of 
the Caledonian Railway Company invite. Weare glad to know that 
they have resolved to place the books of the company in the hands of 
several influential shareholders for a thorough examination, in the con- 
fidence that they will satisfy shareholders, and allay the needless panic, 
The Pig-iron market consequently opened this week quiet, but steady, 
with less business doing, and prices from 44d. to 6d. a ton under the 
highest last week, with short shipments, those for this week being 
only 11,610 tons, while in the corresponding week of last year they 
reached 15,360 tons, The corresponding week of last year was an 
unusually large one, and raust have included special cargoes; the en- 
tire falling off is from the ports of Glasgow and Leith. Of the quan- 
tity of pig-iron already sold on speculators’ account, the “warrants” 
are being lifted as they fall due, and the “bears” are getting an- 
noyed. How long this game may be played depends upon those who 
are supplying the sinews of war; but as bank interest is now next 
to nothing, there is some temptation to capitalists to launch out in 
this way to a moderate extent, and it is understood that the present 
operators have a pretty long and a pretty strong “tether.” To-day, 
what was lost in price has been regained, with a strong market, and 
a fair business doing at 55s. 3d. to 55s. 43d. cash and a month, closing 
buyers 55s. 44d. cash, and 55s, 6d. a month; Gartsherrie and Colt- 
ness, 61s.6d.; Glengarnock, 60s. ; Summerlee, 60s. ; Langloan, 56s, 9d. ; 
No. 1, g.m.b., 55s, 9d. ; No. 3, 54s, 9d. 

Orders for Manufactured Iron are being taken quietly at the same 
prices, buyers being now assured that prices have fallen td their 
lowest point. Theshipping demand isto a fair extent, and the home 
trade is rather more cheering. The Excelsior Ironworks, recently 
built at Wishaw, are about the be enlarged, to enable them to supply 
the demand on their machinery, and the whole of the makers are 
entertaining well-grounded hopes that business will keep brisk up 
till the close of the year. There is still, however, a paucity of de- 
mand for shipbuilding iron, and prices are, consequently, kept low.

The investigation as to the fatal accident at the Willingsworth 
blast-furnaces, near Bilston, last week, took place on Saturday. It 
turned out that it did not arise from the bursting of a tuyere, but that the de- 
ceased was throwing a quantity of cinder out, when some red-hot scoria was 
forced over a dam below which he was working, and fell upon him, whilst one 
of the tuyeres was blown out. The furnace was in a proper state of repair at 
the titae, and had only been in use about twelve weeks. Mr. Bradford, proprietor 
of the furnace, said that the iron, not melting equally, accumulated in what 
was termed “ a scaffold,’’ and fell down suddenly, forcing the hot cinders, and 
the tuyere, out,of the furnace. A verdict of ‘** Accidental Death’’ was returned. 

NEGLECTING TO FENCE COLLIERY SHAFTS.—At the Hanley Police 
Court, on Thursday, Mr. Wm. Pointon was charged that he, being the principal 
agent of the Northwood Colliery, neglected to securely fence a certain colliery 
shaft, contrary to the fourth general rule. There were in all five summonses, 
charging the defendant with neglecting to fence five several shafts at the North- 
wood Colliery. Mr.J. Booth appeared to support the complaint,and Mr. Sutton 
represented the defendant. Mr. Sutton, on the case belng called on, said that 
there had been no intention on the part of the defendant to contravene the sta- 
tute, and as he had since done all that Mr. Wynne, the Government Inspector, 
required, that gentleman was willing that on the first case the defendant should 
pay a fine of 5/. and costs, and that the other cases should be withdrawn on his 
paying the Court costs. Mr. Booth said the defendant had had to pay 201. fora 
horse that had fallen down one of the shafts, and that being the case he thought 
the ends of justice would be met by the course mentioned by Mr. Sutton. The 
effect would be that Mr. Pointon would have to pay inall about 30l. Mr. Wynne 
said he concurred in the proposed arrangement, but the offence was certainly a 
bad one, for the defendant had left five pits uncovered. Mr. Sutton thought it 


| was due to the defendant to explain that the pits had been originally covered, 
| but that the bricks had been stolen, and as the shafts were in a field over which 


he had no control, he was not aware that the fences had been destroyed until the 
circumstance was brought to his knowledge that a horse had been killed.

Mr. Evans, of Manchester, has been lecturing on freedom of 
labour, and Mr. Holmes in favour of Unions. On Monday and Tuesday Mr. 
Evans lectured at Church Gresley, in opposition to Trades Unions, and Mr. 
Brown and other delegates defended them. But no great good will result from 
the endeavour made to enlighten the colliers in the principles of free trade In 
labour. Great distress prevails throughout the districts in which the collieries 
are situate, and the masters appear as determined as ever to adhere to their 
original resolution of not employing persons In any way connected with the 
Miners’ Association. Sofar, the colliery owners have been to some small extent 
inconvenienced from shortness of hands, but, with assured protection to men from 
a distance, as many hands as are required can be obtained.

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MORGAN’S PUDDLING MACHINE, 


(The following paper, ‘‘On Morgan's Puddling Machine,"’ was read by Mr, T 
Greener, of Darlington, at the meeting of the Cleveland and North of Engels 4 
lronmasters, held at Darlington last week. ] ngland 

This machine consists of a vertical shaft worked by bevel 
and entering into the roof of the furnace in the centre of the work

ing part. The shaft is“continually revolving when the iron is jp Q 
liquid state. Fitted into the bottom of this shaft is a common tool 
furnished with four fangs, each one capable of doing the work of 
the well-known ordinary puddler’s “rabble.” This tool, moving ata 
tolerable velocity, exposes the liguid iron to the influence of the oxygen 
passing through the furnace until the iron obtains the consistency 
that requires the puddler’s skill to form it into the required number 
of balls ready for the hammer or squeezer, as the case may be The 
rack and pinion, worked with the balance weight, are employed to 
raise the “rabble” through an opening in the roof, which is imme. 
diately closed by a fire-brick cover, cased in a cast-iron frame and

Sach a machine as this, with even its very humble pretensions as an alleviator, 
will, when universally adopted, secure a superior race of skilled workmen as 
puddlers, and such a consummation has been one long time devoutly wished for 
by those whose occupation has led them to think most deeply and to employ 
themselves most actively in the manufacture of iron. Lighten the labour, and 
| the present wages will tempt the best and most intelligent of the Ironworkers to 
come forward In greater numbers, and thus restore the iron trade of this country 
to the pre-eminence it claimed some 40 years ago, when English puddlers were 
sought for by every country in which iron was made, 

The economic value of this machine can be seen only by taking a review of 
the whole process of paddling, Every practical ironmaster is fully aware ofthe 
importance of this departmentin tron making. It is here where the tron Is 
brought either to the perfection required or altogether spoiled. In grey iron this 
is more especially felt, as to have the full value in quality that ought to be 
obtained the iron should be brought up to the boll while the furnace is in the 
most intense heat, and without lowering the damper for a moment. This carried 
out, the result is that you rarely or ever have an inferior quality produced ; but 
generally the reverse isthe case. No sooner is the iron melted than the damper 
is lowered, and the furnace brought to a dark red heat. Besides which, the 
puddler, in numbcrless cases, throws Into the molten iron a quantity of wet slag 
or scale, bringing the iron into a fictitious boil, poisoning the result of his labour, 
producing a cold-short and almost useless fron; and all this is done by the men 
in spite of the strictest oversight, to reduce the fearfully excessive manual labour 
required so continuously, and which the puddler finds to be unbearable under 
the circumstances, although he feels he must get his five or six heats out in the 
specified number of hours allotted to him for that purpose. 

To obtain the first result always, and to avoid the latter, are the great desi- 
derata a puddling machine is required toaccomplish. This much-to-be-desired 
result of bringing the iron in the puddling furnace up to the boil while the far- 
nace is at the greatest heat, can be done effectually only by some such machine 
asisheredescribed. It accomplishes, inthe best way, what is absolute! necessary 
—namely, that of rapidly stirring or throwing up the molten iron in the puddling 
furnace to come in contract with the oxygen, and get rid of the superfluous car- 
bon the iron contains, also to cleanse It from various injurious impurities gene- 
rally found in combination with iron. 

It is found that two important results are secured by this process being accom- 
plished with rapidity. The firstis the saving of the“ fetling’’—lining the furnace 
—as the longer the tron remains in the liquid state the more the“ fetling’’ is eat 
away, causing not only additional cost for material, but also additional labour 
to the puddler to replace what has been destroyed. The second ts thetime saver 
—ist, in bringing the iron up to the boil sooner than can be done at present.—2 
from the less frequent necessity there is for re-lining the furnace, This s*J 
of time will most assuredly increase the production of iron from every pugs 
furnace in the kingdom where it may be adopted. s 

There must, therefore, be considerable saving to the manufacturer in cost, not 
to speak of the very greatly improved quality of the iron that may be manu- 
factured by it in any district, especially that of the Cleveland. 

The fact is, machinery must be further applied in the successful manufacture 
of iron ; and the attention of the ironmasters is called to this machine as worthy 
in itself of their adoption, as it is also a step in the direction which the present
